T he h o u r fixed for th e survice w as one 
o’clock, and at th e tim e th e four great p ar­ 
lors and vestibule were filled w ith d istin ­ 
guished people. 
T he casket containing th e rem ains lay in 
th e west parlor of the house. 
T he casket 
was covered w ith black crape and trim m eii 
w ith silver. 
T he cover was alm ost h id ­ 
den from view w ith w hite flowers. 
V ar­ 
ious floral designs, em blem atical of m o u rn ­ 
ing, was scattered about the room . 
Soon after 1 o’clock P resident H arrison 
entered th e H ouse, escorting M rs. B laine. 
T be Secretary of State followed, escorting 
Mrs. M cKee. 
B ehind them cam e th e P o st­ 
m aster-G eneral, accom panied by M rs. R us­ 
sell H arrison. 
Secretaries W indom , Noble, 
Tracy, Proctor and R usk followed and 
w ere seated iu th e room containing the 
body.

MATE REFORM SCHOOL. 


Tfae P riso n D ire c to rs E x a m in e P ro p o s e d 
S ites a t lo n e . 
State Prison Directors Devlin. De Pue 
and Craig, wiio are, under the Constitution, 
also Directors of the Slate Reform School, 
the erection ot which was authorized by 
the Legislature, went to lone, accompanied 
by their Secretary. Bernard Smith, last 
Saturday, for the purpose of exam ining the 
sites offered on which to erect the Reform 
School at that place. The appropriation 
for the School is $160,000 and land to the 
extent of not more than 300 acres, and not 
less than 100 acres must be secured. A 
committee of citizens met the Directors 
and showed them nine ditfereut sites, the 
smallest of which was 205 acres. It was 
all good land, and the natural advantages 
were excellent. 
At a joint meeting of the Directors with 
citizens of lone in the evening. Director 
Deviin stated that the State must acquire a 
perpetual right to water for power, domes­ 
tic and irrigation purposes, and the Di­ 
rectors looked to the citizens to see that the 
requirem ent was met. H e did not wish 
the State to be placed at the mercy of any 
water company who could charge what 
they pleased for supplying water to the 
school, as has been the case at San Quen­ 
tin- 
Mr. Devlin also gave the citizens to 
understand that the State would not pav an 
exorbitant price for the school site. 
" 
Messers. Gregory, Woolsey, McCauley, 
I«.?ors. Stewart, Prouty. Newman, Violett 
and Frates of the Citizens' Committee made 
speeches, assuring the Directors that their 
requirements as regards water rights and 
the price of the site would be satisfactorily 
arranged. 
The Directors looked at several other 
pa-cels of land on Sunday and returned to 
this citv vesterdav.

M eager Exhibition Looks W ell 
to Strangers 
E ds. R ecoed-Union: An examination of 
the register of visitors at the Exposition 
building shows that 295 names were reg­ 
istered during the past week, or an average 
of about 50 persons per day. It is safe to 
estimate that only about 75 per cent, of the 
visitors to the building register their 
names. Of the number registering about 
50 per cent, are going north to Oregon and 
Washington Territory, about 30 per cent, to 
Los Angeles and Southern California, and 
the remaining 20 per cent, are local visit­ 
ors, or those who are stopping with us to 
view the ground without having deter­ 
mined on any particular destination. 
There seems to be a general disposition 
on the part of our citizens to feel discour­ 
aged at the display being made at the Ex­ 
position building, but the visitors who 
come from Kansas. Minnesota, Michigan 
and Iowa, all express themselves as very 
much pleased with what they see, and say 
that nothing but the actual sight of 
such grand growths of vegetation would 
ever have convinced them ol the won­ 
derful productions of our valley. 
They seem more than astonished when 
told that everything in the buildiDg can be 
duplicated within twenty miles of this 
city in onr own county, and that oranges, 
lemons, grapes, hops, cotton, tobacco, 
wheat, oats, rye and barleycorn, peaches, 
pears, plums, prunes, apricots, soft shell 
almonds, peanuts “ad infinitum” grow side 
by side on the same farm. 
One gentleman who registered as from 
England and Australia, and who evidently 
was a great traveler, after a critical exam­ 
ination, wrote opposite his name in com­ 
mendation of the exhibit, “Very good.” 
On last Saturday a couple of gentlemen, 
who had started for Washington Territory, 
stated in the Exposition building that they 
had met so many persons at Portland, 
Oregon, returning from Washington Ter­ 
ritory, and that that country was being so 
ovorrun with new comers that they were 
advised to turn back, and they did so. 
Constant reports are coming in from the 
southern section of the State showing that 
the boom down there is on its last legs. 
A gentleman visited the building last 
week who owns a farm two and a 
half miles from the town of Whittier, 
located by Mr. Pickering, ex-member 
of the Chicago Board of Trade, who visited 
this city some two years ago to locate a 
colony of Friends. He says the land on 
which '.he town is located is not worth over 
$10 per acre, and yet town lots sold for 
$2.000 per lot. Mr. Pickering erected a 
hotel at an expense of $50,000, and now 
the town is rapidly being deserted, and the 
hotel property is apparently valueless. He 
says the venture has been disastrous to all 
interested in the scheme. If Mr. Pickering 
could have been induced to have located 
his colony in Sacramento county, his prop­ 
erty to-day would probably have been 
doubled in value over the purchase price. 
Mr. Picketing is an associate editor of the 
Christian Worker, published in Chicago, 
111., hence his judgment and experience 
has undoubtedly influenced many persons 
with reference to California. From so 
illustrious an example we ought to be able 
to draw a good lesson, and we can safely 
invite his colony of Friends to come to our 
locality to retrieve their shattered fortunes.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Ex-Justice Davis Knocks Out Lawjer 
AVharton. 
A lively tight took place on the sidewalk 
on J street, near the comer of Fourth, yes­ 
terday morning, between ex-Justice of the 
Peace G. G. Davis and lawyer Wharton, in 
which the latter came oft second best. 
During the trial of the Gallagher-Butlercase

After the adjournment of the Court the 
lawyers met on the sidewalk on J street, 
and"Davis demanded a retraction. W har­ 
ton. who is a much heavier man than 
Davis, replied that he was not in the habit 
of retracting, whereupon Davis “let go his 
right " planting a terrific blow on W har­ 
ton s left eye, which knocked him down. 
He was proceeding to administer further 
iunishment when some one caught hold of 
aim and gave the fallen man a chance to 
recover for the second round. The fight 
was renewed without a call of "time,” and 
Davis was punishing his adversary pretty 
severely when the men were separated. All 
the punishment was on one side.

TRIED TO ESCAPE. 
Jam es Kearney Takes Desperate Chances 
for Liberty. 
James Klearnev was brought before Judge 
Armstrong yesterday for sentence, having 
pleaded guilty to the crime of burglary, 
in entering the store of M. L. A T. L. Per­ 
kins. He had been up for sentence once 
before, and the Court had decided to ex­ 
amine into the case further, on the pris­ 
oner’s statement that it was his first crime. 
In the meantime George W. Smith, the 
baggagemaster at the depot, had been sub- 
peuaeii, and yesterday testified that Kear­ 
ney had stolen a valise from the baggage- 
roótu at the depot. He fully identified 
the prisoner. The latter stoutly denied 
stealing the valise, aud Judge Armstrong 
concluded tD still further investigate before 
pronouncing sentence. He ordered the 
prisoner returned to his cell. Sherift Mc­ 
Mullen motioned to Kearney, and he got 
up promptly and passed the Sherift toward 
the Couri-roont door and into the hallway. 
The moment he reached the corridor he 
made a dash for the front exit of the 
Court-house. 
Sheriff McMullen called 
loudly on him to halt, but he paid 
no attention to the order. He fairly leaped 
down the granite steps and was on the 
sidewalk with a bound. Just as the flying 
prisoner reached the sidewalk, McMullen, 
who had already drawn his pistol, yelled 
"Stop! Stop!” but Kearney cave no heed 
to the warning. The Sherift then fired 
over the head of the retreating burglar, but 
the crack of the weapon only served to in­ 
crease his speed. At every bound McMul­ 
len kept repeating bis orders to stop. 
Kearney had got well into Seventh street, 
when the sherift again fired. The prisoner 
ran rapidly across Seventh street diagonally 
towards J. Just before he reached the 
curbing a third shot was fired at him, but 
he kept on bis way. liberty ahead being a 
stronger impetus than the fear of death be­ 
hind could conquer. It was impossible to 
use a pistol after Kearney reached the Sev­ 
enth-street walk, because of the people 
passing along. Kearney continued his race 
until he was about to turn into J street, 
when a citizen, attracted by the shouting 
of the Sheriff, stopped the thief and held 
him captive until McMullen came up. 
Kearney was takeu back to the jail and 
locked up. being followed as far as the 
Sheriff s office dv a crowd.
